Editorial Correspondence— No. 2. 

San Francisco, May 19, 1868. 
Adeoado ol years has flown since I laBt 
visited this city. I find it greatly improved 
in nppearanco, population nnd wealth. Tho 
city which, at the' time I left it, was confined 
to a vary few of what are now cuUed "down« 
town" or business streets, now extendi far 
and wide into tbo country. Solid blccks of 
bouses, handsome, well-paved and lighted 
streets, which ten years ago had no exist- 
ence save on city meps or in the fertile imag- 
inations of lot-holders, and 1 gardens' und 
■ parks' and suburban plots— breathing places 
for the dusty and tired deniiens of tho great 
city — have long sinceyielded up to the blaud. 
isli ts of Progress thoir virgin freshness, 
cd aro for all future time wedded to the 
oloso embrace of bricka-ond-morlar. The 
high eand hills, which formorly proved a great 
obstacle to the extension of the oily in b 
westerly dirootion, have boon generally level- 
od nnd graded, the pand car led away to fill 
up tho city front, and tho lots which they 
formerly covered havo become valuable for 
residential purposes. Several lines of horse- 
railway intoreect tho prineipnl thoroughfares, 
and passengers are conveyed in fine cars at 
the low rato of six cents to any point along 
tho route— a fact which has aided greatly in 
building up the suburbs nnd bringing into 
market outsido lots. The terminus of the 
Central Pacific Railroad will be here— or, nt 
least, at Goat Island, a queer-looking pile of 
rock which rears itself in tho harbor just op- 
posite the city, from which tho city will be 
reached by means of ferry-boats. For years 
tbo harbor has been graduall y s h o aling ; but^ 
ufe^wont ol" areofginifrTanoi DOUrJirig a sea 
wall along tho entire walcr from has com- 
menced. Tho oommon scoop dredger is 
used. It is a vast improvement upon the 
endless ohain 'elephant' imported lo clear 
Victoria harbor of obstructions. 

The hotels are generally imposing and 
beautiful structures. Tho cosl of living is 
high, but tho accim irt< tiation and ntiendanco 
are excellent. Many magnificent business 
erections have sprung up lately, The new 
buildings aro several storios in height and 
faced with stono from neighboring quarries. 
When a stranger surveys ono of those massive 
buildings from tho sidewalk, or crawls up to 
its fourth or fifth story to stretch his weary 
limbs on the softest of soft beds, ho is apt to 
be runiuded of thai memorable Sabbath 
afternoon in this city, less than three years 
ago, when the strongest houses cracked, and 
the stoutest specimen of tho genus homo 
irembled for bin lifa before tho heaviest 
earthquake ever experienced here. It is a 
remarkable circumstance that both Port- 
land and San Francisco aro troubled with 
the ague. At the former place it nttneks the 
flesh ; whilo at San Francisco it plays all 
sorts of antics with terra fir ma. Earthquakes 
are of frequent occurrence hero ; bat yoar 
old San Frunciscau thinks nolhing of ihem. 
fin token thorn ns a mutter of course— just 
aa he ewallows his appetite-creating bilters 
of a morning. 

Goods (particularly cottons) are low nnd 
business with the interior is very dull. In 
fact members of leading bouses inform me 
the present is the dullest so tson they have 
known lor years. Just now slocks are 
.panioy.' anil several dealers hnvo been beg- 
gared. One gentleman, from Victoria, 
(a Mr D ) (ells me th.it ilirough a decline iu 
the value of certain mining stocks ho lias 
beeen stripped of every d )llar. The vicinity 
of Merchants' Exchange is crowded with 
anxious-looking, careworn men, und the 
yroatost possible anxiety is evinced to part 
wiih shares at any price, with lew takers- 
R 'al estate is still and still rising, 

The fashions— what shall 1 say of ihem f 
S mply that anything small or Bhon in the 
way of dress appears to be the mode. We 
have short dresses and she rt booplcen put:i' 
coats; short coats and tight pants; smull 
bonnets and luw-crowned stovepipes ; ladies' 
hats uOuut the si/.o of a Shoal Point clam- 
shell, and geotlemena' felt hats with brims 
not thicker tbun a shilling. In colors, any 
and everything gaudy will do. Tlie dress- 
makers say that neither a very short nor a 
very tall lady, nor a lady wearing a largei 
size than No. 5 gaiter, shouid go into a tliort 
dress ; and the tailor denounces tight pants 
lor young gentlemen who have pipOngtems 
for U g^. 

It is estimated that this city contains 140,- 
000 people, and that the tumber is boiug 
added to at tbo rate of 6,000 per month. 
Quito naturally tho labor market is over- 
stocked, and I dud numbers of young men ol 
excellent family, who have enjoyed the ad- 
vantage ol College education and arc fitted 
to adorn any society, turning their hands lo 
menial employment. The ranks of the hotel 
waiters are lorgely recruited from this class, 
and oven yo professional bootblack — tradi- 
tionally a gentleman of tho colored persuu- 
sion— has changed his skin and como out io 
white. The city is lull ol idle men— mostly 
new comers Irom the Easl, fine, Bturdy, active 
young fellows— allurod by low lures und the 
hope of obtaining employment at high rates. 
There is no disputing tho (act that labor is 
pouring in hero at a faster rato thuti it can bo 
absorbed, and unless a stop be soon put to 
the 'rush,' or a new field presented lor their 
employment, great misery and di-Uress will 
result. It is precisely ihe olasa who aro ruu- 
uiog lo seed hero lor want ot employ that 
British Columbia needs to open up her splen- 
did and inexhaustible resources. 1 meet with 
frequent inquiry from these new. comers — 
some of whom havo called upon mo desiring 
inlormutiion— as lo luu best and oheupest 
modes of reaching thu Colony. But when, 
as in duty bound, I have told them that it 
would cost as much to go to British Colum- 
bia— a distauco ol less than 800 miles— as it 
cost them to truvol Irom Now York to this 
place, they turn away with a shrug of Ihe 
shoulder. But apart from the high rules of 
passage, thu Inffeque'ney of communication 
is a drawback lo our progress. VYIiul sccur- 



tion via Portland means ? It means a cine 
days' passage, and food and accommodations 
on tho stoamets runniDg below Portland of 
tho most indifferent character. Such, at 
least, was my experience and that of Ihoie 
who came with me to this port laBt week f 
per contra. Yesterday I Becurod, for £90 in 
gold, a paasago to New York with tho best 
accommodations on Bhipboard I ever saw — 



largo, airy and delightfully clean staterooms 
on tho Oregonian— of whioh a former lieu'en- 
ant in Ihe Briiiah navy is commander. So 
much for steamship npposiiion. What steps, 
may 1 ask, has our Colonial Government 
taken to subsidize a steamer to run direot to 
to Son Francisco'? It is five weeks 
since tbo Colonial Secretary stated in the 
Counoil that the Imperial Government would 
pay one-half of any subsidy tho oolony 
would pay. It baa boon plainly demonstrat- 
ed that to accomplish any permanent good, 
and Bccure speedy and regular eomuiunica- 
tion at low rates, aa opposition boat should 
bo subsidized. From what I havo seen and 
beard here I am satisfied that wero fares re- 
daced to 820 in tho cabin and 810 in Ibe 
steerage, and freight to 85 per ten, tho boats 
would go ciowdod with pasaengers and 
filled wiih freight. Bat tho golden moments 
aro flitting — The season of the year in which 
cmployraont can bo profitably bad in ihe 
mines is already on tho w&oo. Something 
most be done soon or another yoar will slip 
away unimproved. Aa a proof of Iho atlen- 
lion that iB being drawn to our Northern 
Coast, I may mention that the California 
to«day will tako up a number of passengers 
just from tho EsBt who design settling por- 

lower, tho number, I am assured, would be 
doubled. Those immigrauiB are 'assisted,' I 
believe, by Washington Territory, and aro 

San Francisco. Capitalists aro also turn- 
iug their attention to tho Souud as an ad- 
vantageous point for tho investment of Bur- 
plus means. A terminus for the Oregon 
Central Bailroad near Seattle has been 
selected; and it is expected that oil the travel 
and heavy freighting business with Oregon 
aud Portland will be dona tin the Sound 
instead of via Columbia River, as now— ihe 
intricate and daDgeroaa character of the 
navigation of tho Columbia rendering it a 
matter of groat expense to vessels bound 
there, and in point of time, the difference iB 
largely in favor of the route via the Sound. 
What will benefit Paget Sound will un- 
doubtedly benefit Victoria ; hut if our Gov- 
ernment wero a working Government instead 
of what it is, thero would be no difficulty in 
the way of adding to our population at once 
by holding out inducements to the thousands 
of strong, active men who are literally rust, 
ing hero for want of something to do. 

The strongest argument I havo heard ad- 
vanced in favor of Annexation is thut it 
would secure ua reciprocal irnde with Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, etc., and tho only real ob- 
jection I hive beard urged to immediate 
Confederation is that it did not neceisariiy 
secure us Reciprocity. Certainly not ; but 
if we bo not included in tho Confederacy 
when the new Reciprocity Treaty is adopted. 
I fear we Bhull stand u poor show of enjoying 
its beLcfiis iiltarwaids. As a proof ihul Ihe 
Arnet iuuns &re anxious to renew (be treaty. 
I find in the New York Timet of Aptil 4th 
u letter from Washington in which it is bluted 
ihot Iho committee ol Conntcss to whom was 
referred the Reciprocity question, have uo- 
uuimounly repoited in fuvor of ila renewal. 
Can our people 'be up and doing' n moment 
too soon ? 

Tbs system ol education in foroo hero is 
the frbe secular, Our Island system which 
is likely soon lo be extonded over the whole 
colony, approaches it very nearly. The 
Lincoln is ihe largest free school building in 
this city. The site on which it stands is^ n 
fine one, bat lbo buildiDg Itself impresses 
one with Ihe idea that a great deal of good 
material was spoiled iu its erection. In front 
of the school stands a statuo of Lincoln. 1 
was prepared to believe that the lamented 
gentleman wii9 a vory plain man in appears 
ance ; but if ho resomblcd this statuo ho waB 
perfectly hideous. 

The Fuynians mtmtnr Htrnnrrly here, but 
their stock is down since thu late assassina- 
tions. Ono Sunday tho J<ayoian guards, 
numbering somo 50 rifles and attired in the 
tra'fiiTijuV'g^'eeu, went on o target excursion. 
They pa»sed through tho principal streets ol 
of the city wiih banners flying, trumpets 
sounding, and drums beating, nnd crossed to 
a favorite reireat where ihey passed the 
sacred day in peppering away at a wooden 
tartret, intended, I suppose, to rcp-eseut tbo 
burly person of John Bull. The Guards are 
a fine looking body, but thoy inarch exe- 
crably, and bear their rilles iD a manner 
that would bring tears of morlificulion to tho 
eyes of Adjutant Vintar, had he tho drilling 
ol tbem . 

' British interests, I hear, ore woll looked 
after by Consul Booker. Tho other day 
eome 700 mon, woman and children attended 
a very pleasant picnic given by the Briiish 
Benevolent Association. Thero was music 
to tlunco to, aud prolty girls lo dunce wiih, 
and hogsheads of homebrewed to inoisleu 
the clay of thirsty Britons. Tho Associu^ 
lion muBters strongly, und effects much good 
in relieving tho distress of unfortunate fel- 
low countrymen. 

The opposition bolwoen the steainBhip lines 
lo Panama continues unabated. Tickets 
are low, bat the nninber who go East is 
small when compared with tho large num- 
ber who reach Ihe Stole Irom abroad each 
week.

They report that tbey 
have concluded a treaty with the Crows, 
Sioux, Northern Clieycnncs nnd Arapa- 
choes. All have agreed to keep the 
peace and settle on revocations, Gen- 
erals Sanborne and Harney nre arranging 
for the removal of a large party of Indians 
from Laramie to it reservation on the 
Mission. About 100 Sious, who are bo 
lieved to have committed the lute depre- 
dations on tlie line of the railroad nre 
still on the war path. Red Cloud sent 
word that hejand his warriors are in the 
mountains waiting for the ovacuaiion of 
lha military posts, and when abandoned 
they will eome down lo moot the Commis- 
sioners. General Augur goes to Fort 
Bridger to meet the Snakes, and Sher- 
man and Tuppan to New Mexico lo meet 
ibe Navajos and to Forts Randall nnd
